application, which is an exception to the spacing provisions of the Order 423-T series.

2.  To provide that future substitute and alternate unit wells for MI 6E RA SUA should be exempt
from the spacing provisions of Statewide Order 29-E.

3.  To provide that the Commissioner of Conservation should be authorized to reclassify the
Miocene 6E Sand, Reservoir A, by supplemental order without the necessity of a public
hearing if the producing characteristics of the reservoir change and evidence to justify such
reclassification is submitted to and accepted by the Commissioner of Conservation.

4.  To the extent not inconsistent herewith, to continue in effect all pertinent provisions of the Office
of Conservation Order No. 423-T series of orders.

 5.  To consider such other matters as may be pertinent.
MIOCENE Y SAND, RESERVOIR A

1.  To permit the applicant to utilize the Ocean Energy, Inc.-Thevis No. 1 Well as the substitute
unit well for MI-Y RA SUC at the location shown on the plat submitted with the
application.

2.  To provide that the Commissioner of Conservation should be authorized to reclassify the
Miocene Y Sand, Reservoir A, by supplemental order without the necessity of a public
hearing if the producing characteristics of the reservoir change and evidence to justify such
reclassification is submitted to and accepted by the Commissioner of Conservation.

3.  To the extent not inconsistent herewith, to continue in effect all pertinent provisions of the Office
of Conservation Order No. 423-Z series of orders.

4.  To consider such other matters as may be pertinent.
The Miocene 6E Sand, Reservoir A, was previously defined in Office of Conservation Order No.

423-T, effective March 1, 1964.
The Miocene Y Sand, Reservoir A, was previously defined in Office of Conservation Order No.

423-Z, effective March 1, 1964.
